A bi­ 
tum inous surface is placed on 
the soil-cement base to com­ 
plete the pavem ent. 
Mixing soil and portland ce­ 
m ent together to m ake a pave­ 
m ent base was a revolutionary 
idea to many engineers in 1935. 
But it proved to bo a m ethod- 
long sought after-of stabilizing 
roadw ay soils to produce a tru ­ 
ly satisfactory low-cost pave­ 
m ent.
